ported to the investigating commit-
tee and no aid wsis given without a
n,,,,..,,,,,!, investigation. Materials
were bought and the Aid Societies
of the Churches made up garment.
L'sod clothing was also received and
gian out. The funds for sill this
work were received from the Ped
Cross treasury.

When the need for welfare work in
Alma became so pressing the Ped
Cross came forward sind generously
offered to finance a movement in the
direction of united charity and thus
the Alma Wei fsire Association came
into being.

It can no longer be expected that
the Ped Cros can support the or-

ganisation, and it is trusting and be-

lieving thsit the people of Alma, real-
izing the need of such an activity,
will respond to the call for funds.

There are si number of eases of ty-

phoid Tever in the southern part of
the city, the cause of which is as yet
unknown. Tests of milk used in that
vicinity indicate that the milk is not
responsible for the condition, and is
regarded as possible thsit it comes
from contaminated wells. Manager
Reynolds deems it advisable to have
sill drinking water boiled as ;i pre-
caution. He also says that it would
not be unwise (to take the same pre-

caution with milk, although there is
still nothing to indicate that the milk
might be in any way responsible.
